ures. We also need another kind of health education 


—what I eall ‘political’ education—acquainting the 
public with what the health department can do, what 
its objectives are and what its achievements have 
been. This aspect of our health education program 
has been sadly neglected in many sections of the 
country in the past. There is urgent need for teach- 


ing these things—interpreting health needs and the 
health program to the ‘man on the street,’ and the
